DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-26 and 28-38 are allowed for a total of 18 claims. Claim 27 was cancelled by 
amendment (Jan. 24, 2003). 

Independent claim 20 is allowed because the present prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a unitary molded structure for a liquid crystal display wherein both shock resistant 
attachment and electrical connection are facilitated by a single molded piece without a multitude 
of connecting elements as claimed by Applicant. German Patent No. DE 197 40 424 Al 
illustrates a single structure; however, unlike Applicant's claimed invention, the structure 
illustrated therein in the German patent features a complex array of connecting means. 

Because claims 21-26 and 28-38 depend from allowable independent claim 20, they are 
further allowable.
